Enemies of Allies Would 
Exact for Peace at the 
Present Time. 


BRITISH CABINET 


MEMBER IS HEARD 


One Death and Much Prop- 
erty Loss from Wreck 
Near New Haven. 


French Socialists Cheer Sen- 
timent for Fighting 
Out the War. 


Paris, Dec. 26.—In an address at 
the national congress of the French 
Bocialist party, Arthur Henderson, the 
British cabinet minister, and G. H. 
Boberts, of the 
British 
parliament, 
both 
affirmed, 
amidst 
enthusiastic 
cheers, that the war must be fought 
out until full gruaranteftf have been ob- 
tainsd for a lasting peace. 


"In my opinion," said Mr. Hender- 
B<in," If Franco and ourselves were to 
enter Into negrotiationa under existing 
conditions we should be nations in 
bondage. 
Nothing less than that is 
the price our enemies would expect for 
peace today." 


In his speech Mr. Henderson said: 
"In my opinion we have now reached 
th« most dangerous and difEicult pe- 
riod of the war. 
During the next few 
months the democracies of England 
and France are going to te tested as 
never before. 
Do not misunderstand 
nie. 
I do not mean that the stress and 
strain of fighting in the field will be 
more severe, although I do not ignore 
such a possibility. 
But the danger is 
of entirely a different character. 


May Mortgage Future. 
"Our stupendous losses, our unpre- 
cedented sacrifices, our horror of war, 
our love of peace may lead us to mort- 
gage the future.

With her wrong doing and is glorify- 
ing in the success of her military ef- 
forts, in fact in the victory of German 
imperialism. 
In my opinion if Fi-ance 
and ourselves were to enter into nego- 
tiations under existing conditions with 
Buch a spirit, we should be nations in 
bondage. 
Nothing less than that is the 
price which our enemies would exact 
Cor peace today. 


Rewards of Victory. 
"I cannot tell you how many months 
and what sacrifices stand between us 
and victory, but I can tell you what 
will be the rewards of victory if we are 
true to ourselves. 
We shall have as- 
serted the rights of nations, large or j 
Bmall, to live their ov.'n lives undis- 
turbed by the ambitions of powerful 
leighbors. 
We shall have exacted such 
reparation forwrong done them by this 
war as will be a warning to aggressors 
for all time to come. 
We shall have 
laid the foundations of that league of 
nations beginning with tho.se who have 
fought and suffered at our side, which 
will deliver Europe 
and 
the 
world 
from the terror o-f war. 


"The choice today is between an un- 
timely peace with years of fear and a 
Fev/ months- of suffering with a lasting 
- ace. 
Taking into consideration all 
.0 consequences of our decision I say 
it now, as on August 14, that both 
.tions are presented with the choice 
between honor and infamy. 
The 
choice is more sacred 
now as the 
cause has been sealed by the blood of 
our heroic dead. 
We in Britain feel 
that to make peace now, to think of 
peace at any time with less than full 
indemnity for the past and full secur- j 
Ity for the future would be to desert 
our allies a'nd betray the hopes of free- 
dom throughout the world. 


"We hate war. 
It is brutal, the ne- 
gation of everything for which we 
stand. 
Therefore we must prevent its 
recuft-ence so far as is in our power. 
We desire to see the democracies of 
the world free to progress to their 
highest ideals. 
To accomplish this we 
must stand together for the destruc- 
tion of militarism, the vindication of 
national right and liberty, the punish- 
ment of national wrong. 
Be the na- 
tions large or small, 
they 
must 
be 
free."

The wreck of Wabash 
westbound 
freight train No. 81 at 10:30 o'clock, 
Monday morning, two miles east of 
New Haven, and mentioned 
briefly 
by Monday's Sentinel, was the most 
disastrous in loss of equipment and 
roadbed than any wreck 
of 
recent 
years on that Une of railway. 
One 
life was also lost, that of George Dix^ 
on, a trespasser, who was supposed to 
have boarded the train at Blakesley, 
and seventeen 
cars 
were derailed, 
piled up in a miscellaneous heap and 
nearly all destroyed. 


Train Was Double-Header. 


The train 
was 
a "double-header," 
with Engineer George Gebhart at the 
throttle of the first engine and En- 
gineer William McNutt at the throttle 
of the second engine. 
George Fresh- 
our was the conductor and Joseph Sny- 
der the brakeman. 
There were fifty- 
eight cars in the train, a few being 
empty, but the most of them were 
gondolas, carrying coal. 
It was on 
schedule time and was running at a 
high rate of speed, when suddenly a 
car a short distance from the engine 
seen to airlse and leave the tracks 
and one after the other of the follow- 
ing cars left the rails and piled up on 
the tracks and at the side, until sev- 
enteen were wrecked. 
Brakeman Sny- 
der, who was on the tender at the 
time, happened to be looking back- 
wards and saw the first car derailed 
and others commence to leave the 
tracks and scatter over the right-of- 
way and pile up one upon the other. 


Trespasser Foimd in Wreckage. 
The wreck occurred near th© home 
of F. J. Vanderau, a farmer, and was 
witnessed by that gentleman and some 
of the members of his family. 
He 
summoned other 
farmers 
and they 
with the engine' and train crew were 
the first at the scene and heard groans 
from the heap of wreckage, convincing 
them that some person was buried be- 
neath the wreckage. 
An investiga- 
tion revealed the presence of a man, 
so firmly pinned in the wreckage that 
it was some time before he could be 
removed. 
He wa^ also covered with 
cement dust, adding to the difficulties 
in removing, and when he was finally 
removed, life was extinct. 
The body 
was turned over to Coroner McArdle, 
who ordered it removed to the under- 
taking parlors of Mungovan & Ryan, 
where an examination revealed a let- 
ter from a young woman written at 
Silver City, N. M., and directed to 
George Dixon, the supposed name of 
the victim. 
On the hatband is 
the 
name O. F. Olson, Hartley, Iowa. 
In- 
quiry has been made at each place 
and a reply is expected to clear up any 
mystery as to the identity of the dead 
man that may exist. 
He was about 30 
years old and of splendid physique, 
weighing about 185 pounds. 


Fii'st News From Farmer. 


The news of the wreck first reached 
the city through a telephone from the 
Vanderau home to No., 3 engine house, 
requesting that fire apparatus be sent 
to the scene, it being feared that fire 
might break out in the wreckage. 
A 
chemical engine and a hook and lad- 
der company made a run to the scene, 
equipped with axes and other means 
of handling wreckage, 
and 
it was 
through the efforts of No. 3 engine 
house firemen that the body of Dixon 
was taken from the wreckage. 


Wreck Crcri's Summoned. 


The wreck crews from Peru and 
^iontpelier were summoned and were 
soon at work clearing the wreckage 
and repairing the tracks, but it was 
not until 
7 
o'clock 
this 
morning 
that the track was clear and trains 
were able to pass. 
In the meantime 
through trains Nos. 1, 4 and 3 made a 
detour of the scene over the Toledo 
branch and the local passenger trains 
had to transfer baggage and passen- 
gers by walking around the scene of 
the wreck. 
No. 9 was the first through 
train to pass over the tracks at the 
scene of the wreck. 
Only a portion 
of the wrecked cars have been picked 
up, the passageway being made by 
throwing the wreckage aside. 
The 
cars are badly damaged, many being 
a total wreck, and it will be some 
hours before all are picked up and 
taken to the shops. 


Flagged Passenger Trains. 


Two passenger trains wore due at 
that point soon after the wreck and 
they were promptly flagged so as to^ 
prevent accident to them. One of these 
was ithe westbound Continental limi- 
ted, which had to detour and come 
into New Haven 
over 
the 
Toledo 
branch. 


Broken Brake Beam Caused It. 
Investigation into the cause of the 
wreck resulted in the belief that it 
was caused^ by the dropping of a brake- 
beam on the first car derailed. 
For 
a distance of several miles east of the 
scene of the Avreck there were found 
occasional holes in the roadbed, in- 
dicating that some part of a car did it. 
At the scene of the wreck there was 
a culvert which was torn out by the 
wrecked cars and it is believed that 
the brakebeam dropped at that point 
just right to tear out the culvert and 
cause the wreck.

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Earnings of the Railroads. 


Sfatistics gathered by the interstate commerce commission and 
^list given out by that federal body show that in the year just closing 
^American railroads made net earnings in excess of one billion dollars. 
This stupendous total is greater by one-tjiird than was the showing of 
1913, which heretofore had been the high profit mark year for Amer- 
ican rail transportation. 


These figures mean little until one takes time for a bit of reflec- 
tion on them. Then their magnitude staggers. It is a garnering of 
profits Buch as the world has never seen before in perhaps any single 
Jine of legitimate endeavor. Beyond question the bulk of the growth 
tas been developed by reason of the war and by reason of the addi- 
tional demand for other supplies created out of the availability of 
profits stimulated by. the war market for munitions, foodstuffs, cloth- 
ing and other products of American factory and farm. 


It should be recalled, too, that this stupendous increase of profit 
has been made almost entirely on volume of business. Rate increases 
here and there have not been such as to make up more than a negli- 
gible proportion of the vast total. The gain represents more trains 
operated and uncounted millions of tons more freight moved than in 
any previous year of this country's history, for it is well known that 
the bulk of railroad revenues comes not from the luxurious passenger 
trains that sweep across the country, but from the lowly freight trains 
that make up the ceaseless procession from coast to coast. 


The figures show, too, a new light on the question of car shortage 
and yard congestion against which there has been and continues to be 
.vehement complaint. Earning that billion of dollars above expenses 
has kept American railways operating at concert pitch, carrying every 
Dunce of steam possible and utilizing every bit of rolling stock capable 
of turning a wheel. But it is an accomplishment that constitutes a 
mighty fine testimonial of the ability of the railroads to rise to an 
.occasion when the occasion presents itself. 


Kide Pé-Luxé 


Eecent conferences have developed the fact that old-time oppo- 
sition to the enactment "of a state highway law in Indiana has not 
entirely passed away, and there are still those who oppose bitterly 
the idea of surrendering county and township control of road con- 
struction and repair to a central state body. That was to have been 
fully expected, and yet the universal use of the automobile by farmer 
and town-dweller alike has manifestly brought the two factions nearer 
together on this proposition. It will be up to the framers of the state 
highway bill to iron out the differences and devise some system that 
will not only provide the state highway department, but that will 
remove the objections of those who now conscientiously oppose any 
apparent surrender Qf power or control, and who are entitled to no 
small degree of consideration because in th^ last analysis they pay 
most of the bills for road work. 


, ^ An Indianapolis citizen cards the newspapers of that city warn- 
ing the republicans of Indiana to shun the Anti-Saloon league, and 
predicting peril to that party if any alliance is made during the ses- 
sion of the next legislature. The gentleman's prophecy may prove to 
be true or untrue, but we think his fears are wholly needless. The 
republican politicians will welcome an alliance with the Anti-Saloon 
league about as cordially as they would turn out a brass band to meet 
a pestilence. For a correct imitation of fighting shy, prepare to note 
the reception the temperance forces are going to get at the hands 
of the artists who direct the party machinery in Indiana. 


At least so far as outward appearances are concerned, that state- 
ment of Secretary Lansing regarding the peace notes of the president 
seems to be worrying some of Secretary Lansing's critics a deal more 
than it is disturbing the secretary himself. Some hundreds of them 
are morally certain he is going to resign as a result of it—a contin- 
gency which has plainly occurred to neither Mr. Lansing nor to the 
president. 


: : state Building Code 
; ; 
Mr. Longley's Idea : ; 


(Indianapolis News.) 


In his current report to the gov- 
ernor, William E. Longley, state fire 
marshal, recommends, 
among other 
measures calculated to reduce the fire 
risk in Indiana, the adoption of a 
state building 
code and of a law 
which wUl provide the machinery for 
enforcing it. 
Some cities may oppose 
the measure on the ground that the 
state's requirements 
might 
be infe- 
rior to their own, and other citi^ will 
resent it as an unwarranted interfer- 
ence in strictly local affairs. But the 
plan coujd be adopted without pro- 
viding for irlisome restrictions which, 
while they might work well in one 
city, would not apply to another. 


Mr. Longley proposes, furthermore, 
that the preparation of such a meas- 
ure be left to a committee which shall 
have a year or two to investigate the 
situation and study Indiana conditions. 
Such a committee would also have op- 
portunity not only to study similar 
laws in Ohio and Wisconsin, but also 
to observe their effect on the fire dan- 
ger in those states. This should afford 
ample time to get a reasonable per- 
spective on the whole situation in In- 
diana. 
The committee would natural- 
ly proceed on the theory that the cre- 
ation of the office of fire marshal has 
proved sound, and that in recommend- 
ing further legislation along the same 
line it would merely extend a state 
function which has already proved its 
worth. 


The 
question 
of 
conserving 
the 
state's resources by means of more 
stringent fire 
prevention 
laws will 
sooner or later have to be faced. Pub- 
lic opinion in America has .abftut be- 
come convinced that a great deal of 
the loss from fires is avoidable. 
The 
person who maintains his phemises in 
such a way that they constitute a fire 
danger to the neighborhood is coming 
to be looked upon much as the person 
whose premises constitute a menace to 


the health of the community. 
The 
danger in both cases Is to life and 
property. 
The state has taken upon 
itself the business of overseeing, in a 
general way, the health of the people. 
It has already expressed its belief that 
local authorities are not competent to 
deal as rigorously with cases of arson 
as the good of the community de- 
mands, and if this belief is, upon in- 
vestigation, sustained, it seems likely 
that 
further 
attention to 
the 
fire 
problem is warranted.

Umatilla, Ore., Dec. 
26.—Umatilla 
is still griggling hysterically today—and 
a trifle apprehensively—over the fact 
that the new year is to put this town 
under a "petticoat government." 


The nation may have been 
some 
surprised v/hen it wakened the other 
morning: to learn that this raih-ead 
town on the Columbia river had elect- 
ed a woman mayor, four women coun- 
cil members, a woman treasurer and 
a woman recorder—that the woman, 
in fact, had gained control, absolute, 
of the city government. 


But the nation wasn't one-half so 
surprised as was Umatilla Itself, in- 
cluding the victors. 
Nobody expected 
it. 
It all started as a joke a week be- 
fore election, at a card party. 
It was 
considered so much of a joke by the 
men folks that they paid no attention 
to it; and hence they neglected 
to 
campaign for their own candidates. 


The men stared, speechless—and so 
did the women, for the results spelled 
"p-e-t-t-i-c-o-a-t!" 


But though the campaign was waged 
as a joke, the women have been look- 
ing aroimd a bit since election and 
have emitted mysterious and discon- 
cei-ting rumorings of a "clean up." 


In the words of "Speck" Starchei-, 
present mayor, whose wife defeated 
him for re-election, "there are going 
to be a whole heap of things doing, 
now." 


The mayor has been having a son*y 
time of it since election, 
i'or u^yc» 
and days, now egged on by his col- 
leagues, he has nagged at the new 
mayor-ess for a hint as to her plans. 


"I can't get a thing out of her—she 
just grins," mourned the mayor, who

cept blushingly the commiserations of 
retiring officials and hearken 
hope- 
fully to the distant rumorings 
that 
Umatilla's women may start a recall 
against them. 


The new mayor announces that in 
seating the council she is going to put 
the two holdovers each between two 
women, to keep them out of mischief. 


The election had dozens of discon- 
certing and precedent-upsetting feat- 
ures to it. 


For instance, Mrs. Robert Merrick 
defeated the husband of Mrs. Roy F. 
Paulu for treasurer. 
And Mrs. Paulu, 
to square matters, defeated Mrs. Mer- 
rick's husband for councilman. 


If there is one thing that has the 
men worried more 
than another, it 
is th3 very good probajpility that a 
woman will be marshal. 
There are 
rumors to that effect. The new may- 
or 
doesn't dare deny 
it, any more 
; than she denies hat, while the town's 
morals are good, they might be bet- 
ter." 


"I'm not sure a marshal is neces- 
sary," she said. 
"However, if there's 
is to be one, it will be a woman!"

Women's Part in Re- 
cent Campaign. 


New 
York. 
Dec. 
26.—Discussing 
women in the Campaign in the Januarj' 
Yale Review, Frances A. Keller says: 


Althought the battle lines of the re- . 
cent presidential election are still con- 
fused, the women voters of the west- 
ern states may very properly be ac- 
credited with being the decisive fac- 
tor in Mr. Wilson's re-election, since 
ten of the twelve suffrage states went 
democratic. 
One of these, California, 
must be judged separately, as the pro- 
gressives there 
avenged 
what 
they 
considered an insult to their governor 
and "favorite son," and no separate 
estimate can be made of the influence 
of the women's vote. 
In the other 
state.s determining issues were the sen- 
timental one—"He kept 
us 
out 
of 
war," and the material one of pros- 
perity combined with a domestic re- 
luctance to "swap horses in the mid- 
dle of the stream." 


This decisive alignment of the wom- 
en's vote may turn the suffrage clock 
back in America, as the majority of 
states where suffrage will come to a 
vote in the near future are 
normally 
republican and the republican 
party 
will be loath either to forget or to for- 
give the women voters of 1916. Since 
the democratic party is committed to 
the 
method 
of 
obtaining 
suffrage 
through the state, little help carl be 
expected from this quarter. 
It is pos- 
sible the east may feel ^ the injustice 
of the west's having a double vote 
and may resent the way in which vot- 
ing women represent their sex. 
This 
may hasten suffrage, but the odds are 
other other way at present. 


The failure of the women to ex- 
press a more decided appreciation of 
international issues, national policies, 
or clearly to demonstrate that they 
had a different point of view or higher 
ideals than holding to a full 
dinner 
pail and keeping husbands or sons out 
of the trenches, will dispose of a num- 
ber of illusions regarding the elevation 
of politics by the women's vote. 
The 
extent to nvhich the national ticket was 
"swapped" to save local tickets and 
petty office holders and seekers, and 
the extent to 
which 
women 
voters 
were parties to thi.s, has not greatly 
strengthened 
public 
confidence 
in 
women's usefulness, courage, 
vision, 
or independence in political action. 


Women's 
part 
in 
the 
election 
showed all the lack of co-operation, of 
te?im work, and of generalship which 
might 
have 
been 
expected 
from 
a 
group that has never had a full, vital 
interest in national public affairs and 
that has had little training for them. 
Agitation for the vote is no more prep- 
aration for voting than casting a bal- 
lot on election day is preparation for 
citizenship oV fulfillment of it. Neither 
by 
itself 
develops a 
national 
con- 
sciousness or a public conscience. 


The woman's party sought by nega- 
tive action and sex appeal to defeat 
Mr. Wilson because he was against the 
federal amendment. 
It has served 
a 
useful purpose in American political 
life in showing that negative method:» 
do not appeal to women, that women 
cannot yet 
be 
depended 
upon 
for 
p-roTip loyalty and 
team 
work, 
and 
that America in time of prosperity is 
nut a one-issue country.

The reminder of the estate is left to 
Mrs. Hughes, who also benefited in 
the transfer of several pieces of Rog- 
ers park property. 


Second Wife :Mentioned. 


In an amendment to the children's 
bill, filed recently, the name of Mrs. 
Mary 
Harriet 
Hughes, 
the 
second 
wife of Henry L. Hughes, and a .«jister 
of his widow, is brought into the suit. 


It is alleged that the second wife, 
who is said to have exacted a promise 
from her husband on her deathbed 
that he would marry her sister, from 
the time of 
her 
marriage 
to 
Mr. 
Hughes in August, 1901, "until after 
her death (July 29. 1914,) continued 
to poison, mislead, prejudice and un- 
duly influence his mind as to his af- 
fection for and duty toward his chil- 
dren, and to influence his'mind 
in 
favor of herself and her relatives." 


As a result of this influence.

undutiful, on September 29. 1914. ex-

A powerful neutral nation would serye 
as a medium through which the war- 
ring powers would 
match up 
their 
Ideas as to settlement. 
This is what 
took place when Roosevelt 
got 
the 
Russian and Japanese 
ambassadors 
together as a preliminary to the Ports- 
mouth conference which worked out 
the details of the pes-.ce between these 
nations. 


Theoretically ambassadors of war- 
ring nations do not speak to each 
other and theoretically 
there is no 
communication between warring na- 
tions. 
That tradition and make-be- 
lieve have broken down. 
Germany 
smashed it the other day by dealing 
directly with her enemies. 


The German offer of peace was as 
unusual in the diplomatic, world as a 
Cash of lightning out of a summer sky. 
Such a thing never had been before. 
It was a recognition that the age of 
sailing vessels and dispatch boxes and 
of communication by written docu- 
ment only had passed and that sub- 
marine cables, radiograms and the tel- 
egram have brought all nations—^war- 
ring or non-warring—into hourly and 
almost momentary communication.

concerned with the great war and the 
terms of the peace settlement.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 2S.—Many 
recommendations for changes in leg- 
islation affecung public institutions of 
charities and corrections are contain- 
eii in the annual report of the board 
of state charities, v.'hich will be pre- 
sented to Governor Ralston in a few 
days. 
Problems growing out of the 
care of the insane, feeble minded and 
persons under sentence for crimes or 
misdemeanors are discussed exhaust- 
tively in the report. 
It will be pub- 
lished for distribution in a few weeks. 
Something of what the coming general 
assembly will be asked to consider 
may be seen from the following quota- 
tions from the report on the subject 
named: 


Prison Labor.—"With the approach- 
ing end under the law of the contracts 
in the state prison and the expiration 
of the trade school arrangement at the 
reformatory, we have before us the 
prospect of a very serious condition, 
that of idle prisoners, 
and we are 
faced with the necessity of making 
some provision for their employment. 
We know of no more perplexing ques- 
tion than that of prison labor. 
We 
disapprove of the old contract system. 
Something must be done. 
Some au- 
thority should be given to investigate 
what is being done elsewhere and de- 
termine what policy shall be adopted 
and what program shall be followed 
for utilizing the labor of prisoners in 
this state. 
In connection with this 
there ought also to be taken into ac- 
count the question of compensation of 
prisoners so that their needy families 
shall not suffer." 


Raps Present System. 
Dependent 
Children. — "Children, 
when made public wards by the juve- 
nile courts, are cared for in local in- 
stitutions, in charge of private asso- 
ciations or owned and managed by the 
county in 
which 
they 
are located. 
There are thirty-three such institu- 
tions in Indiana. 
Few of them are 
able to give children 
the necessary 
training to fit them for useful lives or 
make them acceptable »lor adoption in 
many homes. 
There are grave ob- 
jections to such a scattered system. In- 
diana should profit by the experience 
of states which have given the central 
Institution plan a thorough test and 
found it acceptable and le>s expensive 
than other methods. 
Provision should 
be made at the Robert W. Long hos- 
pital for the care of deformed and 
crippled children. • Legislation should 
prevent the abandonment of children 
by parents who are able to support 
them. 
The educational work in the 
institutions should be under the direc- 
tion of the state board of education." 


The Insane.—"The Ave state hos- 
pitals for the insane are.crowded with 
both chronic and acute cases. ^Tha re- 
sult is that the possible recovery of the

state are to be considered, a system 
must be worked out which will in- 
clude the early recognition of incipi* 
ent mental and nervous diaeaaas. and 
immediate special treatment for those 
actually insane and a colony for tha 
care of the able-bodied chronic Insane. 
The colony 
plan 
contemplates the 
purchase of one or more little farms 
near and under the supervision of a 
hospital. 
It should be-located pre- 
ferably near the Robert W. Lonv hls- 
pital."

Washington. D. C.. Dec. 2 C.—More 


than $1.000,000.000 net income from 
operations was earned by the railroads 
of the country during the year now 
closing. The huge total is the peak of 
prosperity in railroad operations and 
stands more than one-third 
higher 


than the total of 1913, hitherto the 
banner year. 


Statistics gathered by the interstate 


commerce commission, complete for 
nine months and made the basis for 
calculation for the entire year, indi- 
cate that the total net income from op- 
erations will be approximately $1.098,- 
•000,000. For the tirst nine months of 
the year complete returns show $785,- 
D58.26G. Even this does not represent 
the full amount, as roads whose income 
is less than 51.000.000 are not in- 
cluded. 


The estimate—$1.098,000,000—is re- 


garded by officials as conservative. It 
makes no allowance for normal in- 
crease in business durinu the last three 
months of the year—returns for which 
are unavailable—but places the income 
for October, November and December 
at the same figures as for July. August 
and September. 


Datu for Nine Months. 


Analysis of the returns for the first

the United States as a world bunker 
and to maintain the American dollar 
as the standard of exchange.

serve act the board authorized the ap- 
pointment of the Bank of England as 
a foreign correspondent of the federal 
reserve bank of New York and an- 
nounced that the eleven other reserve 
banks might participate in the agency 
relations.
